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The long-awaited move
into the new $15,400,000
Harbor General Hospital
building dedicated last
month has been scheduled
for this weekend, according
to A. L. Thomas, administra-
tor of the Los Angeles
County facility.

Saturday vill be M-Day
for the approximately 450
patients in the hospital, be-
ginning at the crack of dawn
when 15 ambulances and a
fleet of station wagons begin
the transfer from the World
War II Army barracks type

units into the modern, multi-
storied structure.
Saturday’s patient transfer
will begin with the “prem-
ies,” hospital jargon for the
premature babies, The tykes
will make the crossing from
the old hospital to the new
without leaving their incu-
bators. This transfer Satur-
day is scheduled to begin
the patient moving at 6 a.m,
v 9,

MOTHERS WILL follow a
short time later along with
babes in bassinets, pedia-
tric patients, and those in

the adult wards. Emergency
admitting patients will be
the last meved,

The farthest distance to
be traveled — from the most
westerly building of the old
facility to the new admitting
area — is approximately one
half mile.

Because of the tremendous
task of moving the patients,
the administrator has asked
the public to refrain from
visiting the hospital during
the movement — expected
to take most of the day Sat-
urday.

Thomas also asked that
telephone calls be limited to
those of emergency nature.

“WE MUST devote our full
attention to the care of pa.
tients,” Thomas said. “Visit-
ing and replying to tele-
phone calls distract us. Re-
member, that besides mov-
ing the hospital on this day,
business must go on as
usual.”

The move actually started
last week when the 2,700-
pound I3M machine and
nearly 7,000 feet of patient
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chart shelving was placed in
the new hospital building.

Ready to greet the pati-
ents in the new facility will
be such divisions as the med-
ical library, employes’' cafe-
teria and main kitchen, chart
files, auxiliary offices, and
the pharmacy.

FRIDAY IS A normal holi-
day at the clinic — George
Washington’s Birthday—
which is closed on holidays
and weekends, so it will be
one of the first patient-care
areas to be closed in the old
facility, The clinic will re-

open Monday in the new
two-story outpatient wing

adjacent to the eight-story
acute unit facing Carson
Street.

Most of the employes are
surrendering their three-day
holiday period to assist in
the transition, Thomas said.
He said the employes are to
be “highly commended” for
their contribution to the
move,

“Their attitude shows that
this is a hospital staffed with
dedicated personnel,” he
said,

“I' THINK the public
should know that in this, the
largest transfer of patients
from an obsolete to a mod-
ern hospital in recent years,
that 900 members of Harbor
General Hospital's auxiliary
organizations have and will
play a vital role,” he added.

Under the direction of
Mrs. Marguerite Broen Mc-
Allister, the adult Auxiliary,
Volunteers for Children, and
the teenage Candystripers
have been setting up wards,
served as guides for open

house and  rofessional tours,
and have done other non-
medical chores.

NEARLY 100 beds, class-
rooms for nurse training,
and medical investigation
projects will be retained in
the old units, according to
Thomas

The new hospital unit has
605 beds, 74 bassinets, and is
geared to Landle 22,000 pati-
ents annually, Another 9,000
outpatients can be handled
in the clinic each month.
